and her body was found floating in

son was apprehended on 
suspicion 


and confessed to police that ho •'om- 
mitted tho deed. He was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 


GOSSIP CAUSED HEARING

hearing for Johnson, which accused 
Martin Lemberger, father of the girl 
with murder. A preliminary hearing 
in December here held Ijtcmberye 
for fourth degree manslaughter, whicl 
offense was outlawed six years after 
the crime was committed. Lemhor 
ger's finances would not permit him 
to fight further for exoneration,1 hi.s 
attorneys announced.

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ACTION NEEDED IN APPLETON'S 


SCHOOL PROBLEM 


There is a right and a wrong way to 


handle the school problem in Applcton. 
The right way is to be governed by expert 
advice, by the judgment and experience 
of men of professional standing in educa- 
1ion, in school planning and in school 
construction. Up to the point where it has 
decided to adopt the junior high school 
system Appleton has proceeded in the 
right manner. The school board reached 
this decision after thorough and prolonged 
investigation, on the advice of reliable 
and experienced educators. Its plans for 
carrying out this change hav$ been 
checked up aoid approved by one of the 
most reputable school specialists and ar- 
chitects irt_the United States. It is a safe 
assumption that it has made no mistake 
in the conclusions thus far reached. 


The details concerning the construc- 


tion of the junior high schools and the 
"uses to which they are to be put are mat- 
ters that can and should be worked out 
under competent direction. 
The voca- 


tional question is not serious. 
"We be- 


lieve there is an important distinction 
between vocational guidance and vocation- 
al training and that it should be kept care- 
fully in mind'in the provision of facilities, 
both in the junior high schools and in the 
vocational school proper. 
There are ap- 


parent reasons why it would be well to con- 
centrate vocational training m a central- 
ized plant for the high school term, but 
junior high sefriool work is another matter 
and it may be that it should be handled 
differently. 


However, as we have said, this is a 


question that is incidental to the main 
high school problem, which is to provide 
Appleton as speedily as possible with fa- 
cilities that will take care of the rapidly 
increasing number-of pupils, and will pro- 
vide adequately for the future. 
The city 


has been considering the matter for some 
four years and the time for definite steps 
has arrived. "What Appleton now needs is 
action as (rapidly as it may be taken con- 
sistently and wisely. 


CEMENT PRICES AND ROAD 


BUILDING 


The authorities of Outagamie county 


will have the support of the people in their 
decision to stand with the state in its ef- 
fort to force a reduction, in the price of 
cement from manufacturers. 
"Wisconsin, 


in conjunction with other states, is lead- 
ing a fight against a combination which on 
the surface is engaged in holding up the 
public with cement prices that are too 
high. 
These states, and hundreds of 


counties within them, are engaged or are 
about to engage in extensive programs of 
highway construction. Many of the coun- 
ties have appropriated large sums, fre- 
quently running into the millions, to road 
work which is partially completed. It. 
was intended that the building of the 
roads should be continuous until the ap- 
propriations were exhausted. States have 
engaged in highway expansion in a similar 
tnanner. 


The cement manufacturers, it appears, 


liave sought to take advantage of this sit- 
uation by endeavoring to collect an exces- 
sive priec for their commodity, on the the- 
ory that where projects were under way 
1hey would be carried to completion and 
cement purchased for the work regardless 
of cost. The tremendous impetus that lias 
boon given to highway improvement, the 
ease with which appropriations arc he- 
cured and bonds authorized for the&e pur- 
poses and a popular demand for good 
roads that can hardly be satisfied, all com- 
bined to create conditions favorable to 
the alleged plan of the manufacturers to 
get all for their cement that the traffic 
would bear. 


Recent reductions in prices have been 


announced, but they have not been euffi- 
cicnt to satisfy the public that they arc 
1-eally roek bottom or that they are not 
lit ill higher than they ought to be. 
Ce- 


ment for road construction runs into 
money fast. It may make a difference of 
thousands of,dollars per mile of construc- 
tion, and it does not take many miles to 


run into hundreds of thousands. 
As a 


rule sellers of commodities to the public 
have not had mueh trouble*in getting good 
prices, in fact very liberal prices. Public 
officials in past years have been mighty 


• poor purchasing agents for their consti- 


tuteuts. 
Many millions of dollars have 


been wasted for the lack of business abili- 
ty, judgment and thoroughness in spend- 
ing public funds, to say nothing of occa- 
sional dishonesty. The public has been an 
tasy mark whenever there was anything 
to be bought for public purposes. 


The determination of the state admin- 


istration not to be held up by excessive 
prices for cement, and to buy this essen- 
tial product for road work in an eco- 
nomical 
and,- business-like manner 
is 


greatly to be commended. It marks a most 
wholesome departure from the ordinary- 
way of buying public supplies. The author- 
ities of the several counties owe it to their 
constitutents as well as to "Wisconsin at 
large to throw their support with the state 
administration, and we arc glad that Out- 
agamie county has taken its stand with, 
the highway department. 
There is no 


doubt that if the states and counties en- 
gaged in making this fight for lower ce- 
ment prices stick to their guns they will 
win. Not only will they win. but they will 
win in time to carry out the road work in- 
tended for the coming year. Cement man- 
ufacturers can far less afford to go with- 
out this business than the public can af- 
ford to wait a few months for the improve- 
ments. 
There is a principle at stake that 


ought not to be surrendered.

EVERYBODY 


Tn its attempts to please certain man- 


ufacturers with extremely protective tariff 
duties, and to ingratiate itself with the 
agricultural interests and to reward for- 
mer service men with bonuses, and at the 
same time recognize the complaints of 
manufacturers, business men. farmers and 
the general public against higher taxa- 
tion, congress is in a sore plight indeed. 
Alarmed, it turns to President Harding 
for help. 


Congress will find out before long that 


it will please few by trying to please all. 
A modicum of co.urage and conviction is 
needed among our national legislators. 
The right and the wrong of most public 
questions, even legislative questions, is 
generally apparent. If the congress were 
to enact legislation with regard to this 
test it would find itself in the favor of the 
country. It would not have to go home 
every sis months to build up its political 
fences. 
It would not be suspected and 


held at arms length as it is at present. 


One of Mr. Lincoln's favorite maxims, 


indeed the governing rule in his making 
of decisions and choice of conduct, was 
that whatever is inherently right is poli- 
tically safe and will^prevail. That is why 
Lincoln was a great man, a great states- 
man, a great leader of the people. 
It is 


what differentiates him from the ordin- 
ary politician, and the ordinary politician 
today constitutes about 99 per cent of the 
government at "Washington. Congress does 
not turn its hand over without consulting 
political consequences, without trying to 
forecast political effects. 
That is why it 


so seldom does anything that is truly con- 
structive, or of genuine benefit to the 
country. 
That is why it does so many 


foolish things and why the people are 
never quite satisfied Avitli anything that it 
undertakes.

Cannon, representative of the eighteenth 
Illinois district, is entitled to a rest. He 
has been in congress nearly half of his life.

Cannon has been a picturesque figure 


in official "Washington, and he was famous 
during his eight years' control of Hie 
house as its speaker, both as a political 
character and a party leader. The car- 
toonists' added to his popularity by draw- 
ing him in a huge, tilted slouch hat and 
with a long cigar, poised in his lips like 
a steamboat landing •platform.

fensive alliance" of mine and rail work- 
ers in the "protection of their interests" 
,s certainly not being encouraged by 
newspaper opinion. 
"Its danger to 


the public is evident-the OKLAHOMA 
CITY OKLAHOMAN (Dem) finds.and 
the SIOUX CITY JOURNAL (Rep.) is 
certain that it will meet "stiff opposi- 
tion in the form of public opinion." 
The WILKES BARRB RBCORD(Rep) 
analyzes the danger thus. 


'What Mr. Lewis intends is that if 


employer insist on "reductions the rail- 
road men and the miners shall go out 
on strike together. A strike by either} 
the miners or the railroad men would 
cause appalling suffering; a strike by 
both would be a calamity.

Monarchs In Exile 


London—An interesting 
picture of 


the contrast in public interest between 
the desire for news concerning the 
exile of the Emperor Napoleon and 
the lack of curiosity concerning the 
private affairs of the various mon- 
archs exiled as a result of the World 
War is given by a writer in the LON- 
DON TIMES. The article says: 


"From majesty to domesticity is a 


descent which the world views in dif- 
ferent ways. Its attitude is apt to be 
regulated by that of the great person 
involved—by his former quality and 
his present potentiality. This fe suf- 
ficient reason why nobody should now 
feel such an interest in Madeira as 
everybody once felt in St. Helena. 


"Lord Rosebery, 
in his book oh 


'Napoleon: the Last Phase,' tells us: 
'The interest in the captive was in- 
tense^ Every scrap of news from St. 
Helena was eagerly devoured by the 
public. 
The craving for each frag- 


ment of intelligence was so great 
that it was scarcely possible to pre- 
serve from the avidity of the press the 
most private letters written from St. 
Helena. A lady who came from there 
in 1817 narrates how. on 'landing at 
Portsmouth, persons 
of all ranks 


seemed ready to tear the passengers 
in pieces for information about the 
captive.' 


"In these days the avidity of the 


press is not so marked even for a cer- 
tain resident of Holland; and though 
many more people travel between 
England and Madeira than ever trav- 
elled between England and St. Helena, 
one hears no complaints of their hav- 
ing been nearly torn in pieces for 
news of the ex-Emperor Charles and 
the ex-Empress Zita. 


"In some other respects—comfort 


and beauty of surroundings, for exam- 
ple—the dubious comparison is all in 
favor of the Austrian exiles. 
The 


Corsican, as our grandfathers .were 
pleased to call him, spent his last 
phase on a barren rock and in a build- 
ing which does not appear to have 
been luxurious. The Austrian Jiome 
stands amid the lavish beauty of a 
sub-tropical garden. The Villa Victoria 
is a modern house, the annex of a ho- 
tel known to all visitors to Madeira; 
and while it enjoys the benefit of the 
same grounds, it is as secluded as 
any devotee of shy retirement could 
wish. 


"Reasonably wish—that is—for in 


the twentieth century the very desert 
has intruders. And the garden of the 
Villa Victoria is not exactly a desert. 
Along the road bordering the northern 
side come and go the shawled peasant 
women with their baskets. They are 
more or less decorously inquisitive. 
Nor are the men who sometimes ac 
company them invariably indifferent 
to the sights of the journey. 
Both 


men and women stay on their way to 
and from town to catch a glimpse, if 
possible, of 'their Majesties.' Moving 
picture photographers, toovhave been 
caught pushing aside the stem of the 
thick hedge and craning their necks 
to discover, for the world's sake, how 
the ex-Emperor and his staff occupy 
the lagging hours." 


The Austrian exiles, 
the 
writer 


points out, lead a life of ideal leisure 
in their Madeira, garden, in vivid con- 
trast to Napoleon's existence nt St. 
Helena, with its 'dominant population 
of rats,' more formidable than regi- 
ments o£ cannon. 


Despite the lack of Interest of the 


general public, there are, 
however, 


certain individuals in official life in 
the various allied countries who feel 
extreme solicitude over the activities 
of the former rulers of the Austrian 
Empire. 


"Always at the door, of the Villa 


Victoria, stands 
a 
sentry in plain 


clothes,' the writer says. "Before any 
one is allowed to enter the ex.Empcr- 
or's part of the grounds he is examin- 
ed closety on his business; and when 
'their Mojesties' arc walking or rid- 
ing outside the guard is always in 
attendance. Never for a moment does 
he allow his charges out of his sight."

Why Right-Handed? 


By Hereward Carrington 


Scientist and Author 


Has it ever struck you as curious 


that most people arc right-handed? 


Why should they be? 
Probably you have been more struck 


by an occasional person you may meet 
who is left-handed and you considered 
him "odd." 
: But why should one hand bo used 
more than the other, when the legs 
are not? 


"Why should the majority of man- 


kind be right-handed? 


Many theories have been advanced 


in the past to account for this. It 
was contended, for instance, that 
primitive man probably carried his 
shield on his left arm to protect his 
heart and this forced .him to use his 
right ban* for his spear or ax. But 
we can hardly credit him .with having 
this amount of anatomical knowledge 
of his own bod>! 


Again, it has been said that mothers 


usually carry their children in their 
left arms, leaving the right hand free; 
but again—'even if this^ is true—the 
reason probably would iSe that wome-n 
were right-handed and wished to leave 
this hand free. 


Theories have been advanced as to 


the distribution of the nerves, of the 
blood supply and of the internal or- 
gans in the body, but all these theories 
have not withstood the test of criti- 
cism. 
* 


Later researches disclosed this in- 


teresting fact: That the nerves from 
the brain cross over at the back of 
the neck so that the left half of the 
brain is connected with the right half 
of the body and the right half of the 
the body and the right half of the 
brain with the left half of the body. 


If you move your left arm, therefore, 
your right hand brain is involved and 
vice versa. 
t 


It is a fact that only one half of 


the brain is ever fully developed, in 
consequence. 
In 
right-handed per- 


sons, the left hemisphere is utilized 
nnd in left-handed persons the right 
hemisphere. 
Left-handed 
persons, 


therefore, use the opposite side of tho 
brain—the right side ^-instead of the 
left side. 


But just why do they do this? 
No one knows exactly. 
We can 


only assume that heredity plays its 
part here, producing a certain num- 
ber of left-handed persons in every 
generation. There are no indications 
that left-handed persons have natur- 
ally criminal tendencies or are other- 
wise "queer," as many persons be- 
lieve. 


MAY AFFECT SPEECH 


A very practical side to this ques- 


tion develops, however. 
When only 


one-half of the brain is thus devel- 
oped, an injury to that side of the 
brain may leave the individual dumb, 
Cor instance, if the speech-center on 
that side is affected but if the other 
side is sound, it can be trained, if the 
patient is not too^old. 


But if, in childhood, the 
child is 


taught to use both 
hands 
equally 


well both sides of the brain are then 
developed, and the subject Jias not 
only the full use of both handstand 
arms but also both sides of his brain, 
and is much better off in case of acci- 
dent. 


We should, 
therefore, 
train 
aH 


young children to become ambidex- 
trous, to use both hands equally well; 
it may standkthem in good stead later 
on in life!

Made by Applying Spin- 


ning Motion to Articles 


(Special to Post.Crescent) 


Now \"ork.—The spinning top re 


garded by most as a toy, has enabled 
scientists to solve many puzzling ques 
tions in astronomy and even to prove 
that the earth revolves op its axis, 


All spinning bodies have peculiar 


qualities. If you throw a coin into 
the air, it will cbme down cither 
"heads or tails;'." 


But if you give the coil a rapic 


spinning motion when you tlirow i 
upward, it will come down always in 
the same posuioa in which it was 
thrown. 
Further, .ill ;:p'n vng bodies tend to 


stand on end. 
Take an egpr, lay it on its side an> 


give it a ranld sp'nr.ing motion—i 
will soon stand ;.!i f r>d dnd begin spin 
ning like a top. 


Spinning bodies in rapid motion re 


sist any pressure from without. I 
thev arc hit in a north and south di 
rection. they immediately react 
by 


wobbling in an east and west direc 
tion.

All spinning bodies when free ten< 


to point to the north star. 


This principle lias been used in the 


gyroscope. 


Many gyroscopic compasses now 


are in use. By this means, the ac 
tual revolution of the earth can be 
detected. 


Hero's the experiment: 
Set an electrically-driven gyroscope 


spinning and allow it to assume it: 
natural position with the aid of two 
freely revolving metal rings in which 
the gyroscope is set. 


One of these rings is marked will 


a scries of finely -etches lines at mea 
sured intorvalw. 


A microscope also is used. A series 


oC fine wires Is stretched at statec 
intervals across the end of the micro 
scope opposite the eye-piece, So 'as 
to constitute a fine grating. 


When the top is observed through 


the microscope, the marks etched on 
the ring of the gyroscope will appea 
to move slowly across the grating lines 
on the microscope. 


The top will seem- to be swinging 


or revolving very slowly. 


But what ^actually happens is, tha 


the top remains stationary while th< 
microscope, the observer, the room 
and the whole earth are slowly re 
volving around it! 


That's how spinning tops have en 


a'bled us to solve many astronomica 
problems and to understand more ac 
curately tho movements of heavenly 
bodies—particularly of our earth ant 
other planets around the sun. 


The top shows us that if the cart 


stopped revolving, it would fall 
a 


once into the sun and we should a; 
all be burned alive.

"My father and uncles, being mer- 
ihants, were opposed to my going 
to the university. They believed a 
college education more of a detriment 
than a benefit to one going into busi- 
ness. 
"Despite their objections I was able 


to enter Columbia in 1872. 


"After two years I decided to fol- 


low their wishes. I left and joined 
the house in which my father was a 
partner." 
The Kemps were interested in" for- 


eign trade. 
It was necessary for the beginner 


to learn Spanish. 
'So I went to Spain—and then trav- 


eled all over Europe. 
"I was getting an education—but 


not of the university kind.

astic Over Plan in Vogue 


There For Last Year 


By grouping the children in the 


First district school aoording to their 
capacity and ability, 'greater benefits 
sire being derived by the rapid and 
slower sections, according to A. G. 
Oosterhous. principal of the school 
who established the system with the 
cooperation of his teachers last year. 
The system has been in effect for 
more than a year and the teachers are 
enthusiastic over the way in which 
tho plan 'is working out. 
' Tho first grade is the 
"finding" 
grade where the more rapid children 
arc placed in one room and the slower 
children in another. In the next three 
grades there also are two rooms 'each, 
one for 'the 'children who learn rapidly 
and one for those who need more time 
,in which to cover the same material. 
In these rooms the children arc again 
subdivided so that each group contains 
pupils of more nearly the same abil- 
ity and capacity for work. Some of 
the more capable children are even 
allowed to act as the teacher in read- 
ing classes. 
THREE STUDENT GROVPS 
' In the remaining four grades, three 
large groups of students are provided 
Tor. those who 
are above average, 


those who axe average and those who 
are slower than average in covering 
the ordinary curriculum and content. 
These groupings axe constantly being 
changed according to the progress of 
'the student. If he .is assigned to a 
rapid moving section and finds dif- 
licultyng in Keeping- pace, he is chang- 
ed to one -with which he can keep in 
step. If he is assigned to a slower 
group and shows that he is able to 
work with a more rapid class, he is 
placed with those who are more near- 
ly in his own group. Physical reasons 
often prevent a child from being ad- 
vanced to a more rapid moving group. 


The advantages of the system to 
alt groups of children 
have been 


"demonstrated by Mr. Oosterhous and 
his teachers. The slower children are 
Ireer to take an active part with 
children who have approximately the 
same ability." The teacher gives more 
time and, attention to the needs .of 
these students, giving 
them 
more 
illustrative and explanatory instruc- 
tion. 
- 
BRHJLIANCY DIMMED 


In the past it has happened that 


many a. child who was 
considered 
"brilliant" never 
really developed 


into a good student. The reason for 
this was that he became 'bored because 
• of the time other students spent on 
things which he had learned readily. 
He learned to "loaf" during this time 
and carried the habit on into higher 
educational work. The plan naturally 
has some disadvantages but is more 
satisfactory. Mr. Osterhous believes, 
than the.,old .misceUane.ou^,£i»Upin«;

ISaby Gloria cannot realize that she 


will never seo her father again.

Madame Caruso indulges her child 


in her fancies concerning her father. 
"I want to keep him alive for her," 
she says. "It will help her. So his 
pictures, his records, his gifts— and 


the Italian word he ta'ught her—" 


It is the only Italian word Gloria 


knows. Enrico Caruso schooled her 
in enunciating it with the soft Ital 
ian accent—"Madonna." 


Madame Caruso intends to raise 


her daughter as a simple American 
girl, despite the millions left to them 
by the tenor, millions being increased 
by the multiplying royalties from rec- 
ords. 


''We are going to Italy in May," 


sho says. "But we will return in six 
months and spend mobt of our future 
life in America. She is going to be 
educated in America, and she is go- 
ing to be allowed to select her own 
medium of expressing the talent that 
is hers. 


"I think it will be music, but it b'-i!l 


is too early to be sure. However, she 
is her father's daughter, and she must 
have genius."
